SUCCINCT HISTORY OF THE JESUITS. 





From the French of Arnold Scheffer, published 


at Paris, in 1824, 

The Monastic Institutions, originating, 
most probably, in the climate and the man- 
ners of the East, where they have existed 
from the remotest antiquity, were introduc 
ed into the West, soomw atter Chiistianity, 
and multiplied to infinity under the influence 
et the Popes, who saw,in the mon 
disc ij lined soldicry prepared to yield a biind 
obedicace to their will. 
tic orders, there were some, 
devoted themselves entirely 
and prayer; and others, whose members 
were employed in secular concerns, not dis- 
daining cngagt in the 
youth, and ready even to take an active pare 
ia the politics of the States. But, in ¢ 
al, all these orders resemble each other in 
more respects than one; and greater or i SS 
severity of regimen and the cut of ther 
gaib, constituted the chief diffe be- 
tween the Dominican and the Saroatins 1 

the Franciscan and the Carmelite Friars. It 
Was not thus with the order of the Jesuits. 
Tinat institution differed altogether fre 
other monastic orders, at the head of which 
it placed 18elf from ils very origin. It pro- 
hibited its members from accepting any dig 
nity | n the Church; and preserving 
them, b¥ that means, an absolute and ex- 
clusive authority, it rendered itself indepen- 
dent of every power. In the art of prevail- 
ing over men, and of turning to its own 
vantage, their imbecility and their passi 
th Society of the Jesuits had nyu superiours 
nor even rivals. Hence it has assuined an 
important place in the history of the las 
three centuries, and its fame has survived its 
ruin. 
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from the greatness of their founder. ‘The 
latter, on the contrary, owed his celebrity

Iynatio or Inigo, the youngest | 


institutions. 
of cleven children of a Spanish gentleman, 
was born at the castle of Loyola in Biscay, 
in the year 1491. He passed the period of 
adolescence at the Court of Ferdinand, the 
Catholic, in the capacity of a page, and in 
“early Jfe entered the military service, in 
which he was arsur Suse abd inte acanity. 
his gallantry toward the lacics, and his mar- 
tial courage. A w nani recelv ed in the leg, 
during the defence of Pampeluna against 
the French, in 1521, terminated his military 
career. In the tediousness of a slow conva 
lescence, which confined him to the castle 
of Loyola, he had recourse to reading ; and, 
as it was son Spreng for him to procure any 
bouks except the Life oi 
the Legends of the saints, his imagination

natarally vivid, was struck with the remat are 


able adventure of the prim itive Christia 
Having become a cripple in Consequence of 
his wound, and despairing hencctovih of be- 
ing able to please the sotter sex, he resolv- 
ed to consecrate his life to the Holy Virgin. 
Noi yet perfectly recovered, he lett iis fain 
ily, laid aside the insignia of chivalry — 
the image of holy Mary at Ment-Serrat, 
and began his career of sanctity by ieieaion 
himseit to vol intary poverty and to severe | 
penances, in the midst of which he had the 
honour to be tempted by Satan, as Francis 
of Assisi had been before him. ‘“Vhese acts | 
of piety were crowned by 
Jerusalem. In 1523, he visited the Holy 
Sepulchre asa beggar, and seriou sly intend- 
ed toconvert the Lurks. Such a pro} 

vas not approved by the monks of Palestine, 
and the year following, 
Barcelona.

desire of immortalizing his name, urged him | 
on to become the founder of a new scct, he}

Hus progress at first 
was extreme: ly slow. However, he repaired 
in 1526, to the University of 4 Ale ala, where, 
suppor ted by charity, he studied eaosphy 
and wished to teach ‘the people the doctrine 
of the Gospel. The holy In tee not ai- 
lowing the mission of Ignatio, he fed, in 1528, 
to Paris, to escape martyrdom, ‘There he 
prosecut ted his studies with such st Iccess, 
that, in 1534, he obtained the degree of d 
tor. At Paris he continued to live by eed 
ging; but, through fear of new inconveniei- 
ces, he restricted his eagerness for proscly- 
tizing, to some of his fellow students, by 
whose assistance, he formed, in 15534, a so- 
ciety united by vows of voluntary poverty, 
ond by promises of converting the infidels 
nd of performing pilgrimage to Jerusalem.

If our making fui! proof of our ministry, be 
such as God approves, and if we study to 
approve ourselves to him, it will lead the 
people to admire our Saviour, rather than 
us, and render him the topic of their con- 
versation. Paul says to Limothy, ‘Be 
instant in season, out of season, preach the 
word ;” and seems to think there is more 
danger of sloth, than of too great actis ity | in 
the preacher of the Gospel. May the love 
of Christ constrain us, canned compassion for 
perishing souls prevail with us, to leave no 
means untried to promote faith and holiness, 
and to bear testimony against irreligion, 
and false religion—to waken the careless 
—to undeceive the deluded—to encourage 
the humble, and stirup tie believer to glo 
rify God.”
